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Woman victim of violence

A 20-year-old Hobbema 
woman is dead after a bul¬ 
let came through a wall of 
her home late Saturday 
night — another act of 
gang violence, police say, 
in the troubled central Al¬ 
berta area. 

Cpl. Darrel Bruno with 
the Hobbema RCMP said 
the woman was airlifted 
to an Edmonton hospital 
where she was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

“This is definitely a 
great tragedy,” said 
Bruno. 

“When something like 
this happens, when an in¬ 
nocent person becomes 
victimized, it’s a great 
tragedy.” 

The woman was fatally 
shot in the same Samson 
townsite house where po¬ 
lice found a man who had 
his arm grazed by a bullet 
Saturday night, say Moun- 
ties. He didn’t require 
medical attention. 

And police also re¬ 
sponded to a shooting 10 
minutes before the 
woman’s death on the 
nearby Ermineskin Re¬ 
serve where two men, a 
20-year-old and a 24-year- 
old, were arrested. Moun- 
ties say they also recov¬ 
ered a shotgun at the 
scene. 

All three cases are 
linked to gang violence,

police said. 

The woman’s name will 
not be released until next 
of kin are notified. An au¬ 
topsy is scheduled for lat¬ 
er this week. 

The Calgary Major 
Crimes Unit is assisting in 
the case, said Hobbema 
RCMP. 

The shooting comes 17 
days after the first day of 
a gun amnesty in Hobbe¬ 
ma brought in by police 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment to curb gang vio¬ 
lence. 

Bruno says a number of 
residents have already 
turned in their guns to po¬ 
lice since Aug. 1, but offi¬ 
cial numbers won’t be re¬ 
leased by RCMP until the 
end of the month. 

The amnesty comes 
three months after 23- 
month-old Asia Saddle¬ 
back was wounded when 
a bullet came through the 
wall of her home in a 
drive-by shooting.

after-hours Homicide de¬ 
tectives spent much of 
yesterday interviewing a 
number of people at an 
inner-city after-hours hall 
party yesterday where 
they believe a man in his 
mid-20s was fatally 
attacked. 

The man was brought 
to hospital where he later 
died; just as police were 
responding to a gun com¬ 
plaint at the Canadian 
Native Friendship 
Centre at 4:44 a.m. 
Police say witnesses 
heard several 
gunshots at the hall on 
112 Avenue and 101 

Street and investigators 
believe the man was at 
the party in the hall 
before he was fatally 
shot.

18th homicide of the 
year. Twenty homicides 
were reported around the 
same time last year.

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Though he says he loves 
her, Cameron Jones can’t 
wait to get out of his 
aunt’s basement. 

And soon, he and his 
wife say goodbye to couch¬ 
surfing with relatives, by 
moving into their very 
first home together, with a 
little scratch from the city. 

“I was absolutely ecstat¬ 
ic when I found out we 
were picked,” he said. 

Cameron and his wife 
Karleen Jones recently ap¬ 
plied for a chance at a bet¬ 
ter life, through the First 
Place Edmonton program, 
a mortgage assistance pro¬ 
gram offered to 85 lucky 
applicants, selected 

through a lottery system. 

“We didn’t know how 
many people had applied, 
but when we found out we 
were picked fourth for one 
location and sixth for an¬ 


other, we were so excited.” 

The program gives resi¬ 
dents who make less than 
$88,000 per year a chance 
to get into a home of their 
own, in a market that can 
be tough to break without 
a boost. 

The new townhomes are 
built in established neigh¬ 


bourhoods, Greenview in 
the city’s southeast, and 
Canon Ridge in the north¬ 
east. 

Only 11 applicants were 
selected by the city to take 
ownership of the new con¬ 
dos, which range between 
$259,100 and $311,770. 
The young couple, who 


have been married for 
three years, hope to un¬ 
pack their boxes by 
spring. 

“We don’t have any chil¬ 
dren yet, but this is one of 
those steps to getting 
there,” Jones said. “Hope¬ 
fully next year when we 
move, we’ll get there.”

Tories weak on health, 
environment, polls find 


The federal government 
is underperforming on 
two of Canadians* top 
three priorities, 
according to internal gov¬ 
ernment polling that 
could have implications 
for any fall election cam¬ 
paign. 

The Conservative gov¬ 
ernment is underwhelm¬ 
ing the country on its man¬ 
agement of health care 
and its attempt to fight cli¬ 
mate change, according to 
a survey conducted this 
summer by the Privy Coun¬ 
cil Office, the senior advi- 
soiy team to Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper and his 
cabinet. 

But the Tories score 
better on their handling 
of the economy — an issue 
the government hopes 
to use against Liberal 
Leader Stephane Dion in 


an election. 

Anticipation of a fall 
campaign has spiked since 
Harper said last week he 
would 
have to de¬ 
cide “in 
the next 
little 
while” 
whether 
Parlia¬ 
ment’s 
work can 
continue 
or if it should be cut short 
with an election call. 

If a vote is called, Canadi¬ 
ans will face a choice be¬ 
tween the Liberal environ¬ 
ment plan — the centre¬ 
piece of Dion’s platform — 
and Harper’s position that 
he has kept a steady hand 
on the economy. 

The poll of 4,000 Canadi¬ 
ans conducted in mid-June 


and released last week 
shows the economy and 
health care, followed close¬ 
ly by the environment, 
were the countiy’s pri- 
maiy concerns. 

Forty-eight per cent of 
respondents said the Tories 
had done a poor job “fixing 
climate change” and 43 
per cent say they have 
done a poor job on health 
care. 

The latter is a notorious¬ 
ly difficult area to garner 
positive ratings, partly be¬ 
cause of the complexity of 
the problems and partly 
because provinces have 
primaiy responsibility for 
the delivery of health serv¬ 
ices. 

But the poll stresses that 
economic concerns loom 
large in the minds of Cana¬ 
dians.

Big, furry and black: Bears unwelcome visitors in Vancouver 


nuisance The latest home 
invasion wave to hit Metro 
Vancouver coincided with a 
heatwave. Residents leaving 
the doors and windows open 
to ward off the heat have 
been luring in black bears. 

In the last two weeks, three 
black bears have been shot in 
the area. The latest incident in 
North Vancouver occurred 
last Wednesday when Nancy 
Anemba left the door open 


briefly while she went outside 
to water flowers. 

“I had never seen anything 
like that before, this big thing 
there and didn’t know at first 
what it was,” said Anemba. 
The 32-ldlogram bear was 
rummaging in the kitchen in 
search of the candy left in a 
backpack. “All I could think to 
do was to bang the door and 
run.” 

Nearby construction work¬ 


ers heard her cries for assis¬ 
tance and a conservation offi¬ 
cer and a North Vancouver 
RCMP officer chased the bear 
through neighbours’ yards 
before shooting the one-and- 
a-half year old female dead. 

There was no choice, said 
police and conservation offi¬ 
cers. Once bears associate a 
house with food, they’ll keep 
returning.

Russia to withdraw forces 


Russia announced it would 
begin withdrawing forces 
from Georgia today after a 
war that dealt a humiliat¬ 
ing blow to the Black Sea 
state. 

Georgian President 
Milcheil Saakashvili called 
for international monitor¬ 
ing of the pullout. 

“I think the world should 
watch,” he told a news con¬ 
ference with German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
in Tbilisi. Merkel said the 
world would be watching 
for Russia to withdraw 
quickly under the terms of 
a six-point peace plan bro¬ 
kered by France. 


U.S. Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice urged 
Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev to withdraw 
troops quickly. “The word 
of the Russian president 
needs to be upheld by his 
forces or people are going 
to begin to wonder if Rus¬ 
sia can be trusted,” she 
told NBC. 

Moscow has given no 
firm deadline for its com¬ 
plete withdrawal. 

The 10-day confronta¬ 
tion killed around 200 
Georgians, dealt a crushing 
blow to the country’s mili¬ 
tary, damaged its economy, 
disrupted road and rail 


links and drew criticism in 
the West of Saakashvili’s 
handling of the crisis. 

Russia argued it was jus¬ 
tified in intervening to pro¬ 
tect South Ossetians, but 
Moscow also suffered loss¬ 
es, both human and eco¬ 
nomic. The campaign sent 
Russian stocks tumbling to 
their lowest in nearly two 
years and worried foreign 
investors. 

Talks are under way to 
establish international 
agreement on a peacekeep¬ 
ing force, which seems 
likely to include a large 
Russian contingent.

Germany leads 
in clean energy

n 2005, I attended an 
international confer¬ 
ence in Montreal on 
the Kyoto Protocol. 
There, I heard a 
speech by German parlia¬ 
mentarian Hermann 
S cheer. I knew nothing 
about him, but as I lis¬ 
tened to him talk about 
how Germany had become 
the world’s leading ex¬ 
porter of wind technology 
and was on its way to 
phasing out its nuclear re¬ 
actors, I was blown away. 
Here was a politician who 
articulated the obvious re¬ 
alities about energy: Fossil 
fuels are finite and will 
run out, the biggest 
sources of oil are often in 
the most politically 
volatile regions, nuclear 
energy is also nonrenew¬ 
able and bequeaths a lega¬ 
cy of radioactive waste for 
thousands of generations, 
and the sun provides free, 
clean energy in abundance 
to all nations. 

I have since come to 
know this canny, fearless 
politician who has stayed 
true to his beliefs for four 
decades and has become 
so popular he doesn’t have

to play party politics. The 
problem of energy, he told 
me recently in Berlin, is 
not technological; it is po¬ 
litical in the broadest 
sense. Once the decision is 
made to exploit a particu¬ 
lar form of energy all 
kinds of expertise and in¬ 
frastructure are built up. 

After the OPEC oil em¬ 
bargo in 1973, Dr. Scheer, 
who has a doctorate in 
economics, realized that 
energy was a major weak¬ 
ness in Germany’s indus¬ 
trial future. 

The country didn’t have 
oil reserves or large rivers 
for hydroelectric projects 
and so was generating 
electricity with nuclear 
and coal plants. He real¬ 
ized that this made Ger¬ 
many vulnerable to the va¬ 
garies of geopolitics and 
that these were not sus¬ 
tainable forms of energy. 

Dr. Scheer was able to 
introduce an innovative 
plan, a feed-in tariff, 
which commits the coun¬ 
try to accept all renewable 
energy (primarily wind 
and solar) onto the grid 
and to guarantee a premi¬ 
um price for that energy 
for 20 years. That provided 
a huge incentive for indi¬ 
viduals or co-ops to build 
turbines and install solar 
panels because banks 
would not hesitate to pro¬ 
vide loans given those con¬ 


ditions. 

As a recent article in the 
Globe and Mail noted, the 
feed-in tariff, beyond giv¬ 
ing Germany more than 
20,000 megawatts of clean 
energy, has also created 
new economic opportuni¬ 
ties. The renewable-energy 
sector now “generates 
about $240-billion in an¬ 
nual revenues and em¬ 
ploys a quarter-million 
Germans. Germany’s wind 
industry created 8,000 jobs 
in 2007 alone, and one re¬ 
cent study suggested that 
the renewable sector could 
provide more work than 
the auto industry (current¬ 
ly the nation’s biggest em¬ 
ployer) by 2020.” 

Many people have been 
calling for a switch to re¬ 
newable energy. Nobel lau¬ 
reate and former U.S. vice- 
president A1 Gore has 
called on the U.S. to switch 
to 100 per cent renewable 
energy within 10 years. In 
response, we’ve heard the 
same old tune from a cho¬ 
rus of stuclc-in-the-oil 
naysayers. Someone 
should introduce them to 
Hermann Scheer.

While it doesn’t register

and football. 


With Phillips, who’ll 
turn 67 in September, back 
for at least one more sea¬ 
son, Stauffer will have to 
wait to get a crack at play- 
by-play, but my take is 
they’ll be a very dynamic 
tandem as long as they’re 
together. 

Phillips’ trademark is his 
passion for the game. At 
times, he’s more critical 
than a lot of “home” 
broadcasters are, which is 
very refreshing. Stauffer is 
much the same — al¬ 
though it goes without say¬ 
ing fans won’t be hearing 
daily rants about Craig 
MacTavish’s coaching style 
once his cheque starts ar¬ 
riving with an Oilers’ logo 
on it in September.

Breaking down poverty’s walls

Greg Overholt wants to 
prove that raising marks 
back home can lead to 
raising roofs in the third 
world. 

Overholt is the executive 
director of Students Offer¬ 
ing Support (SOS), a non¬ 
profit organization which 
offers study sessions to 
Canadian students for a $20 
donation fee and then uses 
the money to send volun¬ 
teers abroad to build schools 
and improve the lives of 
kids living in poverty. 

Overholt, a 23-year-old 
business and computer sci¬ 
ence major at Wilfred Lauri- 
er University, launched SOS 
officially in 2006 and al¬ 
ready in its first year the or¬ 
ganization raised $65,000. 
Most of the money was used 
to fly a team of 20 volun¬ 
teers down to Belize last Au¬ 
gust to build a modern 
school facility complete 


with electricity, running 
water and a modem wash¬ 
room for 100 boys and girls 
in the town of Calla Creek. 
The rest was put into help¬ 
ing build another school in 
Jamaica through a different 
charity organization there. 

To date SOS has raised 
nearly $120,000 and Over¬ 
holt hopes it will be able to 
raise half a million dollars 
by the end of 2010. 

Overholt’s passion for 
helping to build schools for 
underprivileged kids comes 
from his own philosophy 
about the importance of ed¬ 
ucation in stopping the cy¬ 
cle of poverty. 

“Education, in my mind, 
is the number one way to 
break poverty. It is the most 
efficient way to provide 
children with choices they 
can make with their lives 
and not be slaves to poverty. 
I feel that it’s the best way 
we can help them to lift 
themselves up,” Overholt 
said. 

SOS started at Laurier and 


has been growing since, 
with a second chapter in 
Trent University and nine 
new chapters expected by 
September including ones 
at Queen’s University, the 
University of Regina and 
McGill University. 

Laurier business student 
Katie Sin, 22, heard SOS 
was planning a trip to Be¬ 
lize last summer and decid¬ 
ed she wanted to get in¬ 
volved. She flew down with 
19 SOS volunteers to help 
build a school for under¬ 
privileged kids in the Calla 
Creek region. 

For Sin, the best part was 
seeing the great response 
from the kids at seeing 
their new school go up, 
complete with electricity. 

“Just seeing the differ¬ 
ence that you make and see¬ 
ing kids’ faces light up — it 
was great to see that. It 
shows what a difference 20 
students from Canada can 
make,” Sin said. 

For Overholt, the success 
of the program has been a

life-changing experience. 

“People ask me, ‘What 
are you doing after universi¬ 
ty?’ My job is to get more 
people aware of the prob¬ 
lems of child poverty. My 
job is to help students,” 
Overholt said.

obody knows 
who I am or 
what I’m doing, 
thought Dale 
Stevens that 
April day in 1997 when he 
sat in the press box for the 
first time at Toronto’s Sky- 
Dome (now the Rogers Cen¬ 
tre). 

It was opening day for the 
Toronto Blue Jays baseball 
team and the box and the 
stadium were packed. 
Stevens pulled out his 
brand new laptop, hooked 
up his modem and recorded 
in painstaking detail every 
pitch of the game. Every 
ball, strike and foul went in¬ 
to his computer and trav¬ 
elled electronically to the 
offices of Total Sports to be 
printed in various publica¬ 
tions and eventually online. 

Stevens, now 44, began 
his part-time job as a stat 
stringer in a less glamorous 
form about three years be¬ 
fore. In the early 1990s, 
Stevens would buy a statis¬ 
tics-laden program from the 
same guy outside SkyDome 
when he attended games 
and the two would chat 
about baseball and num¬ 
bers — an aspect only a few 
people were into at the 
time. Stevens was one of 
them: He lives in Dundas, 


Ont., and works at nearby 
McMaster University as an 
accountant. 

“Do you have any interest 
in doing some stat keep¬ 
ing?” the guy asked him 
one day. Not long after, 
Stevens found himself sit¬ 
ting in front of his TV with 
a scorecard and writing 
down every play. He’d fax 
the finished card at the end 
of the game to a company 
called The Baseball Work¬ 
shop and earned $10 for his 
troubles. 

When Total Sports took 
over the stringer network, 
Stevens got the press pass 
and laptop, but also more 
money and some legitima¬ 
cy. The job got even more 
official when Major League 
Baseball itself hired the 
stringers in 2001.
